Wants Enough to Pay Debt.

Scope of Cuban 
And U.S. Treaty 


|Not Broadened 


Havana, Cuba, August 21.—The 
Platt amendment and the permanent 
treaty between the United States and 
Cuba has not been broadened in 
scope, a statement issued today by 
President Alfredo Zayas said. 

The statement was issued, the presi- 
dent said, to correct press reports that 
the documents had been amended 
through negotiations between the 
president of Cuba and General Crow- 
der while he was acting as special 
representative of the American gov- 
ernment in Cuba. 

Crowder’s Recommendations. 

General Crowder made recommen- 
dations to the Cuban government 
which were found to be valuable in 
correcting a “deplorable and pitiful 
situation” which the present adminis- 
tration found when it came into 
power, the statement added. 

“At the same time the president 
wants to state,’”’ the statement con- 
tinues, “that he does not teel any 
alarm over the words attributed to 
President Coolidge, nor afraid of the 
meetings held ty certain elements and 
hag confidence in the good will of the 
Cuban people to go straight on the 
road of reconstruction.” 

The statement follows: 

“The president wishes to state that 
knowing by press comments of the re- 
port circulating that the Platt amend- 
ment (against which he voted in the 
constituent convention) or the _ per- 
manent treaty (against which he also 
voted in the senate) has been 
amended with stipulations negotiated 
between General Crowder as special 
representative of the American gov- 
ernment and the president of Cuba, 
that he did not think that the reports 
could be given credence nor produce 
any alarm as he considers absurd such 
a pact and that it would have no 
efficacy. But, observing that many 
Cubans are doubtful on that particu- 
lar, he wishes categorically to state 
that there does not exist any addi- 
tion to the stipulations of the Platt 
amendment.

Of the $2,000,000 proposed 
something less than $1,000,000 is 
to be spent in acquiring and devel- 
oping in the very heart of the city 
a great central park.

SHOWDOWN INEVITABLE. 

The situation in Europe today is 
challenging this government to a 
showdown. 

It is one thing to cry “hands off” 
in a deadlock between the allies and 
Germany over reparations, although 
such a plea looks like madness in 


the face of its policy of war, but it 
is quite another to remain silent and 
aloof in the face of the threatened 
dissolution of the Entente. 

This is bringing the matter so di- 
rectly to the front door of the 
American state department, that if 
indifference is further persisted in 
one will wonder what manner of. a 
government it is that will offer medi- 
ation in the Far East and Near East 
and Central America and South 
America and everywhere else on the 
face of the globe except in the im- 
portant crisis in Europe that now 
involves America as seriously as her 
boys were involved -in the fate of 
battle in the forests of the Argonne. 

That the European crisis is being 
aggravated by the failure of. this 
government to take cognizance of 
it is obvious, With the dissolution 
of the Entente, most seriously men- 
aced by Britain’s effort. to bring 
about a settlement, most anything 
can happen, and the United States 
cannot possibly shake its responsi- 
bility. 

It must be understood that the 
Situation is no longer merely a row 
among European allies involving in- 
demnities. The purpose of the Brit- 
ish in making their proposals for 
negotiations, and in publishing the 
correspondence on the subject, was 
to win the support of American 
opinion. The force of the British 
action, of course, was lost through 
the diverting of public thought to 
the death of the late President Hard- 
ing, and to the several days of spec- 
tacular mourning precipitated by 
the unique funeral procession across 
the continent. 

When one goes back, brushes the 
cobwebs from his brain gathered 
during the past three or four weeks 
of a national mental depression, the 
Situation is seen in its true light. 
This is indeed a real crisis by the 
side of which the controversy be- 
tween France and Germany over the 
Ruhr occupation dwindles almoct to 
insignificance. 

British trade is falling off at an 
alarming rate; the franc is down to 
5.5314; the paper mark is practical- 
ly valueless, and the new democracy 
of Germany is struggling against in- 
ternal odds backed by strong social- 
istic influences. 

All parties are desperately plead- 
ing their cases before the bar of 
American public opinion, and the 
civilization is knocking at the door 
of the state department in Washing- 
ton. 

President Coolidge hasn't had 
time yet, perhaps, to get down to 
cases, but the opinion is general not 
only in diplomatic circles of this 
country but throughout the world 
that the deadlock only can be brok- 
én by America. She holds the key 
to the dark chamber. She alone 
can let in the light. 

Premier Baldwin is obviously try- 
ing to bring about the very kind of 
settlement which Secretary Hughes 
favored before he was the premier 
of the administration’s cabinet, and 
since. Surely he will find a way 
now to offer the cooperation that is 
needed now to break this deadlock, 
and to restore peace between the 
powers that must live side by side 
in amity or the whole world will be 
at war again. - 

At any rate the situation knocks 
directly at America’s door and there 
must be a showdown. Political ex- 
pediency will not excuse in this

In more than 1,200 homicides re- 
corded. by the State Bureau of Vital 
Statistics during the last three years, 
firearms were the weapons used, it 
was announced Tuesday.

During the sime three years fire- 
arms were used by 259 people in com- 
mitting suicide and 550 were killed 
by their accidental discharge, making 
2 total of 2,010 deaths due to the ase 
of pistols or shotguns. 

The records of 1920, 1921 and 
1922 show a total of 1,611 homicides. 
In 72 per cent of this total firearms 
were used, and in cases where fire- 
arms were used, the pistol was the 
weapon,

staff at Princeon in 1890.

Washington, August 21.—The Unit- 
ed Typothetae of America, with 
hendquarters at Chicago, was ordered 
today by the tederal trade commis- 
sion to discontinue certain practices 
which, the commission declared, would 
enable employing printers to maintain 
standard prices for commercial print- 
ing. The Typothetae. eomposed of 
branch and affiliated organizations 
throughout the country, was said by 
the commission to control more than 
50 per cent of the commercial printing 
in the United States. 

An investigation by the commis- 
sion, according to its announcement 
of a “cease and desist” order against 
the Typothetae, developed that the 
association installed in establishments 
of employing printers a standard cost- 
finding system and also distributed 
to its ‘members and others a _loose-leaf 

“standard guide,” compiled in accord- 
ance with the average cost of a com- 
posite cost statement furnished month- 
ly by its members. 

The price list. the commission 
charged, is compiled by the “price 
list committee” of the Typothetae and 
its form is used by: members who fol- 
low the rules and regulations in find- 
ing costs. 

The commission found further, that 
if all printers using this system 
adopted the prices “unmistakabPy set 
forth” in the loo«z-leaf sheets fur- 
nished hy the Typothetae, all would 
arrive at the same price for the same 
character of printing. 

Use of the “standard: guide.” the 
commission held. has been urged upon 
members and. others by advertising, 
letter. speeches and by a field force 
sent out to show how it should be 
done.

SCHOONER’S CREW 
VICTORS IN FIGHT 
WITH ISLANDERS 


San Farncisco, August 21.—The 
schooner Lottie Bennett sailed in 
through the Golden Gate yesterday, 
flying the Stars and Stripes as mute 
evidence of an American crew’s vic- 
tory in a desperate hand-to-hand bat- 
tle fought off an island in the Pacific 
with South Sea Islanders. The island- 
ers were led by an Englishman, ac- 
cording to members of the crew. 

The Lottie Bennett was en route 
from Niuatobutabu to this port with 
a cargo of copra, the sailors said, when 
ehe dropped anchor off the Island 
of Nieufua in the Tonga group, just 4S 
uo terrific equatorial storm blew up. 
Captain Neils Jensen and his crew of 
ten went ashore to escape the gale. 

After the gale they prepared to re- 
turn to their vessel. They said they 
were greeted by wild yells and a 
shower of missles from the ship. Then, 
according to their story, an English 
plantation manager, named Ramsey, 
one of the two white men living on 
Nieufua, informed them he had found 
the vessel in an abandoned condition 
and had taken possession of it. 

Clamboring up hawsers and anchor 
chains, the Americans boarded the ves- 
sel and battled the British leader and 
his crew, although the natives out- 
numbered the Americans nearly three 
te one. The Americans finally threw 
the natives overboard, put handcuffs 
on Ramsey-and set him ashore. 

The sailors said they learned there 
was a long-standing feud between 
Ramsey and the other white man liv- 
ing on the island, who is plantation 
manager for the company that owns 
the Lottie Bennett.

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MURDER ChARGED 


IN TROUTON DEATH, 


Newnan, Ga., August 21.—Formal 
charges of murder were late today 
made against John W. Minter, his 
three sons, three son-in-law, and 


two other men in connection with’ 


the death of Millard Trouton, ac- 
cording to a statement issued late 
today by Sheriff Carpenter. Forma! 
presentment of the case to a grand 
jury will be made early in Septem- 
ber, he added. 

Sheriff Carperter declared he would 
not give out any details of the con- 
fession alleged to have been made by 
John W. Minter until the case has 
been investigated by the grand Jury. 
Should indictments be returned .the 
Minters will immediately be placed on 


trial. 

Mintér is alleged to have told the 
authorities that he killed Trouton, 
his son-in-law, for hav:ng whipped his 

ife, forcing her to separate from 
him, and later sought a reconciliation 
with her. To prevént reconciliation 
Minter held council with members of 
his family and it was then decided, 
he is said to have told authorities, 
to get Trouton out of the way. 

Plotted Killing. 

The elder member of the family 
said the alleged brutalities inflicted 
upon his daughter preyed on his mind 
and when Trouton wrote her a note 
to come back to live with him, it so 
infuriated the father, the police said, 
that he decided to keep Trouton silent 
for always. é 

Sheriff Carpenter would not give 
any reason as to why he desired to 
keep the alleged confession a secret 
until laid before the grand jury, but 
he did declare the case was making 
satisfactory progress and was being 
developed along definite lines. 

No efforts have been made to se- 
cure bond for the men being held, 
who besides the father of the family 
are: John Jeff, Benjamin and Grady 
Minter. L. L. Goodrum, B. F. Wel- 
dom and Claude Washington, sons- 
in-law, and W. M. Feltman and Ben 
Freeman. \ 

Trenton Is Decoyed. 

It was Feltman.and Freeman, the 
police said, who decoyed -Trouton 
away from his home here a fortnight 
ago and led him to where the mem- 
bers of the Minter family were wait- 
ing to kidnap him. After Trouton 
was overpowered and thrown into an 
automobile he was taken to a woods 
and put to death. 

Minter in his alleged confession is 
said to have taken all. responsibility 
for killing his son-in-law by firing 
five shots from a pistol into his body. 
Tater the family took the body to a 
shallow creek, bound the arms and 
feet and cast it into the water. Four 
days later the body was found float- 
ing nine miles helow the pl where 
the police said it was thfown in. 
Besides the wounds on the body, the 
skull was crushed. 

The arrests of the Minters followed 
the apprehension of Freeman and 
Feltman, who were the last persons 
seen with Trouton. They admitted 
they were with him when he was 
kidnaped by some “strange’’ men. 

Trouton served a jail sentence .a 
short time ago after a warrant was 
sworn out against him by the Min- 
ters charging him with wife beating.

The accident i$ said to have been 
one of the most peculiar in the history 
of automobiling in Floyd county. Mr. 
Belcher, who was driving a heavy tour- 
ing car, turned out of the road in order 


to pass another autoist. The grass 
on the side of the road was wet with 
dew and when the car was headed 
back toward the roadway, it rolled 
completely over and righted itself 
again, coming to a halt squarely upon 
its four wheels. he car was not 
making over 20 miles per hour at the 
time, according to a number of people 
who saw the accident. 

In the car with Mr. Belcher were 
his wife, his daughter-in-law, Mrs. B. 
V. Belcher, of Miami, and her three 
small children. None of these were 
hurt, however, save for minor 
scratches and bruises. Their escape 
was miraculous, aceording to those 
who witnessed the accident. 


Hurried To Rome. 


An ambulance was hurried from 
Rome as soon as news of the accident | 
reached this city, and Mr. Belcher was 
brought to the Harbin hospital. He 
is suffering from a badly fractured 
skull, and attending physicians feel 
that the chances are against his re- 
covery,

of Biscayne, both of Miami. He is

The referee said the 
schedule of assets of the bankrupt 
company would be filed with him to- 
morrow. 

The schedule of liabilities shows a 
total of 651 creditors, the majority of 
thom are said to be farmers, giving 
their addresses as small towns in this 
vicinity. 

The bankruptcy of the cotton firm 
involves the greatest sum of any one 
eit ever filed with the referee 
ere. 

No intimation could be had as to 
the amount of assets, although it was 
reliably stated when the company first 
entered bankruptcy that the assets 
— exceed the liabilities by $100,- 


Taxes due by the defunct concern 
total $47,669.40 for the local office, 
and $2,074.33 for the branch office 
at Athens, Ga. This includes federal, 
state, county and municipal taxes. 

Creditors’ notices were being pre 
pared and mailed out, by the referee 
today, announcing that 4 meeting of 
et ate would be held here Septem- 
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for, a majority of the ginneries with-

There are about 20 ginneries in the 
county that operated last season, 
most of which will again operate this 
season.

In the extreme southern part of 
the county, near the Dougherty coun- 
ty line, is the Reno gin which, it is 
understood, will not operate this sea- 


son. 
All leading points of the county 
have ample warehouse facilities. In 
Dawson the warehouses to receive 
cotton are Hill & Hill, Lowery & 


Davidson and the warehouse depart- 
ment of the Dawson Compress and 
Storage company. 
Cotton throughout the county 1s 
opening rapidly and from the looks 
of things generally it will all open 
at once. Almost as rapidly as it 
opens, the fleecy staple is picked and 
rushed to the gin where it is prepared 
for market. An accurate estimate of 
the county’s cotton crop can not be 
made at this time. However, the 
yield for 1923 will fall far short of 
expectations, it now is believed. 
About thirty-odd bales of cotton 
have been ginned in the county. From 
now on the increase’ will be notice- 
able until the end of the season which 
appears to be not so far off.

Harvesting ot Crops 


Albany, Ga., August 21.—(Special.) 
Alarmed because of the presence of 
a few sprouting peanuts on some of 
their vines, some growers in south 


Georgia are about to make the mis- 
take of gathering crops too soon, ac- 
cording to a statement by Colonel 
Robert E. L. Spence, president and 
general manager of the Georgia Pea- 
nut Growers’ Co-operative association. 

Green peanuts will be penalized in 
the grades, President Spence stated, 
and the grower who Insists on gath- 
ering his crop too soon will accord- 
ingly lose money. Many young pea- 
nuts are still on the vines of even 
the most forward crops, he added, that 
will make good peanuts if left in the 
ground long enough. 

Colonel Spence also warned mem- 
bers of the peanut association not to 
sun-cure their peanuts or to thresh 
them, urging shock curing and pick- 
ing by a regular picking machine in- 
stead. Sun-cured peanuts will shriv- 
el and split, causing them to grade 
low, he said, while those sent through 
a threshing machine suffer badly in 
the grading process, 

The head of the peanut co-op de- 
clared that the association is doing all 
in its power to enforce high stand- 
ards of quality for its products, and 
pleaded with the members to co-op- 
erate in the program.

Professor Warming Pleads 
for Home Brew and Wine. 


Copenhagen, August 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Professor Warm- 
ing, of Copenhagen, summing up his 
impressions of a four months’ visit to 
the United States, told delegates to 
the International Corgress Against 
Alcohol today that the prohibition of 
all aleoholie drinks was unwarranted. 


“Home brewed becr and wines 
should be allowed.” he said, adding 
that he would be unwilling to vote for 
prohibition in Denmark unless 70 per 
cent of the population demanded it. 
He expressed the hope that the Vol- 
stead act in America would not “ham- 
per” the European fight against al- 
cohol to any great extent.

Wheeler and William Bennett, of 
the American delegation, protested 
against these deductions on the part 
of Professor Warming and argued 
that his impressions of America were 
those of a tourist.
